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Man jailed 
for baseball 
bat attack

A 21-YEAR-OLD Haverhill 
man has been jailed for five 
years and four months after 
admitting beating a delivery 
driver with a baseball bat 
and stealing her bag. 

Hari Farlie, of Montfort 
Court, was sentenced at Ip¬ 
swich Crown Court on Fri¬ 
day for the robbery and 11 
other offences, including as¬ 
sault, burglary and criminal 
damage. 

Farlie was arrested fol¬ 
lowing the robbery, which 
took place at around 7.20pm 
on Wednesday, fune 29, in 
Shepherds Court, Haverhill. 

A woman in her 40s was 
delivering food when she

was hit over the head with 
a baseball bat and then re¬ 
peatedly struck by Farlie. 

As a result of the beat¬ 
ing, the woman was taken 
to Addenbrooke’s with seri¬ 
ous injuries including facial 
fractures, cuts, and substan¬ 
tial bruising to her legs and 
body. She later described 
how the attack had left her 
with anxiety as well as fa¬ 
cial scars and chronic head¬ 
aches. 

Farlie stole her shoulder 
bag, which contained cash 
and bank cards. 

He was arrested in the ear¬ 
ly hours of Thursday, June 


30 and was later charged 
with robbery as well as three 
separate assaults on three 
different people. 

Two of the assaults, one 
causing actual bodily harm 
and one assault by beating, 
took place following an inci¬ 
dent in Fornham Road, Bury 
St Edmunds on Saturday, 
February 20, this year. 

The other assault, also 
causing actual bodily harm, 
took place following an inci¬ 
dent in Feltham, West Lon¬ 
don, on Friday, November 
20, last year. 

Farlie made his first court 
appearance on Friday, July 
1, at Ipswich Magistrates’

RESIDENTS are being reminded 
to shop around when selling jew¬ 
ellery after “cash for gold” traders 
targeted a village near Haverhill. 

Suffolk Police received two re¬ 
ports that traders were knocking 
on doors in Hundon around 11am 
on Tuesday and offering to buy 
jewellery 

One of the incidents took place 
in the village’s Farmerie Road and 
another occurred in Windmill Rise. 

The police referred the incidents 
to Suffolk Trading Standards. 

The trading standards authority 
advises residents who want to sell 
their jewellery to visit a reputable 
local dealer and have it valued. 
This means that if you choose to 
sell it to another dealer or online, 
you will have a base idea of what its 
price should be. 

The council-run body also warns 
residents to beware of “rogue deal¬ 
ers”, who may not return your jew¬ 
ellery if you leave it with them for 
a quote. 

Residents are advised to read 
the small print when considering 
selling their jewellery, as there may 
be hidden fees. This could include 
refining fees, postage fees and ap¬ 
praisal fees.

BOTH of Haverhill’s high 
schools saw high pass rates 
last Thursday, as students 
received their A-level re¬ 
sults and looked forward to 
starting university, appren¬ 
ticeships and work. 

At the town’s Samuel 
Ward Academy, the 111 
students passed 98 per cent 
of subjects, with 77 per 
cent being awarded A* to 
C grades. The school cel¬ 
ebrated an 11 per cent rise 
in the number of A* to B 
grades, which was 43 per 

cent. 

At Castle Manor Acad¬ 
emy, the results for the 
36 students were similar, 
with 93 per cent of subjects 
passed and 78 per cent re¬ 
ceiving A* to C grades.

Cameron Jobson, who 
achieved distinction* in 
BTEC game development 
and ICT and distinction in 
BTEC sport, is aiming to get 
an IT apprenticeship. 

He said: “It’s been a great 
two years. There have been 
some up and down mo¬ 


ments, but mostly up.”

She said: “I’m happy - I 
always expect the worst.”

Hope profits go 
to our town 

I WAS interested to read in last 
week's Haverhill News of the 
proposal by 'Barley Homes' to build 
houses for sale on four unnamed 
sites in their designated area, three of 
which will be in Haverhill. 

I did wonder why this story 
merited front page position when 
the information available so far was 
so vague, but at least it gives me the 
opportunity to hope that the revenue 
raised by the eventual sale of these 
houses will be spent on Haverhill, 
and not disappear into the general 
coffers of Forest Heath District 
Council and Suffolk County Council, 
the other members of this so-called 
housing company (who incidentally 
will also I assume be able to give 
themselves planning permission), 
and most certainly not be used by St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council to 
boost the finances spent on Bury St 
Edmunds.

fences and co-operated 
with Suffolk police to ad¬ 
mit further crimes. 

These included six home 
burglaries: five in Bury St 
Edmunds between January 
and March this year and 
one in the Chalkstone Way 
area of Haverhill in May. 

In the Bury St Edmunds 
burglaries items taken in¬ 
cluded cash, cigarettes, 
a games console, a tablet 
computer and a bracelet, 
while in Haverhill an iPad 


was stolen. 

Farlie, pictured, also ad¬ 
mitted causing criminal 
damage inside a Bury St 
Edmunds home in Febru¬ 
ary, and stealing a Falcon 
pedal cycle from a garden 
in Mill Road, Haverhill, in 
November last year. 

DC Steve Duncan, who 
investigated the robbery of 
the delivery woman, said; 
“This robbery was unpro¬ 
voked and planned, with 
the victim being called to 
deliver food to Shepherds 
Court and then savagely 
attacked in order to steal 


cash. 

“She sustained signifi¬ 
cant injuries just because 
she was doing her job and 
Farlie decided he was pre¬ 
pared to go to these lengths 
to get money from her. 

“However, after being 
remanded in custody he 
agreed to co-operate with 
police to admit further 
crimes and was produced 
from prison and inter¬ 
viewed. 

“He gave details about 
a number of incidents he 
had been involved in and 
also provided information 


that allowed officers to re¬ 
cover items stolen from the 
robbery victim. 

“In her victim impact 
statement she described 
how the attack had left her 
with nightmares and anxi¬ 
ety in addition to scars on 
her face and chronic head¬ 
aches, dizziness and nau¬ 
sea following the injuries 
sustained. 

“Farlie caused misery to 
her and those he burgled 
and he will now have time 
to reflect on his crimes as 
he serves a lengthy prison 
term.”

New signs to 
clock speeds 


NEW vehicle-activated signs 
(VAS) have been installed on 
rural roads as part of the crack¬ 
down on speeding in the Haver¬ 
hill area. 

The four devices, which flash 
up the speed at which a motorist 
is travelling, are to be shared be¬ 
tween Great and Little Thurlow, 
Great Wratting, Cowlinge and 
Great Bradley. 

Their locations will be moved 
so that motorists could have 
their speeds recorded in 30 dif¬ 
ferent locations. 

Two similar signs installed on 
Haverhill roads have clocked 
motorists travelling at up to 
90mph on residential streets. 

Data collected by VAS devices 
is used by the police when decid¬ 
ing where to send their roads po¬ 
licing unit. 

The four new signs have been 
funded through county council¬ 
lor Mary Evans’ locality budget, 
with support from a Suffolk 
County Council fund. The total 
cost was £12,000. 

Cllr Evans decided to work on 
providing the sign after a meet¬ 
ing in Thurlow in 2013 when resi¬ 
dents voiced their concerns.

She said: “What was quite tell¬ 
ing at that meeting in Thurlow 
was people saying: T don’t let my 
children go out cycling because 
of speeding.’ It’s the blight it has 
on people’s lives.” 

She said she had encoun¬ 
tered vehicles overtaking at high 
speeds on 30mph village roads 
and added that villagers had 
problems with drivers travelling 
north out of Haverhill. 

She said: “On these rural roads, 
there’s no footpath, there’s no 
pavement. If you are rocketing 
on at 60mph, you don’t know 
what’s round the corner - wheth¬ 
er there’s a combine harvester or 
a child on a pony.” 

MP Matthew Hancock joined 
Cllr Evans for the installation of 
the Thurlow sign on Saturday. 

He said: “I’m delighted to see 
the Thurlow speed sign in op¬ 
eration - with Mary Evans who 
made it happen along with sup¬ 
port of the parish council. Speed¬ 
ing in villages has long been a se¬ 
rious concern.”

Business 
champion 
dies at 73

A CHAMPION of Haverhill busi¬ 
ness who had lived in the town 
nearly 40 years has died at the 
age of 73. 

Rob Maidment, pictured right, 
who lived in Boyton Hall off Ann 
Sucklings Way, was a key mem¬ 
ber of Haverhill’s Chamber of 
Commerce. 

He spent much of his early life 
in South Africa when his fam¬ 
ily moved there shortly after the 
Second World War. 

He moved back to the UK in 
1978, and bought Boyton Hall, 
which was then in a run-down 
state, and with his family worked 
to restore the building. 

Current chair of Haverhill’s 
Chamber of Commerce, Paul 
Donno, said Mr Maidment was 
instrumental in delivering the 
town’s southern bypass, draw¬ 
ing Tesco to Haverhill, and had 
been helping to campaign for 
the A1307 to become a dual car¬ 
riageway. 

Mr Maidment was also part 
of the Haverhill Enterprise 2000 
group which championed busi¬ 
ness in the town and helped to 
deliver the Spirit of Enterprise 
roundabout sculpture. 



Mr Donno said: “He was a 
huge, huge ambassador for the 
town. 

“From my personal point of 
view, he helped me person¬ 
ally with everything I did for the 
Chamber of Commerce. It’s a 
huge loss.” 

Mr Maidment was also respon¬ 
sible for creating the “Haverhill 
Car”, a unique 1930s-style vehi¬ 
cle based on the body of a 1970s 
Cadillac. 

The car was first created 
around 16 years ago and has 
been adapted since. 

Mr Maidment even published 
a book about the Haverhill Car in 
2005.

Views needed on 
health cuts plan 


RESIDENTS are being urged 
to respond to a consultation 
on cuts that would see ser¬ 
vices for vulnerable adults in 
Haverhill moved to Ipswich. 

The West Suffolk and Ip¬ 
swich and East Suffolk Clini¬ 
cal Commissioning Groups 
(WSCCG and IESCCG) say 
they need to shave £13mil- 
lion off their combined 
budgets. 

More than 600 people 
have already responded to a 
consultation on cuts to IVF 
and marginalised and vul¬ 
nerable adults (MVA) servic¬ 
es, that could save the CCGs 
£1 million. 

The proposed cuts would 
see MVA services - for pa¬ 
tients including homeless 
people, refugees and gyp¬ 
sies and travellers - focused 
on Ipswich. This would 
mean that a current MVA 
clinic held in Haverhill every 
Wednesday would no longer 
go ahead. 

Consultation documents 
say that 35 patients would 
be affected, and it has been

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proposed as the majority of 
demand for MVA services 
in Suffolk is in the Ipswich 
area. 

Cuts to IVF fertility treat¬ 
ment are also proposed. 

The CCGs currently fund 
two rounds of IVF for wom¬ 
en aged up to 40 and one cy¬ 
cle for women aged up to 42. 
They are proposing reduc¬ 
ing this either to one cycle 
for women up to the age of 
40, or no cycles at all unless 
couples apply for special 
funding. 

The MVA proposals would 
save £369,000 while the IVF 
proposals would save up to 
£690,000. 

There are just two weeks 
left to have your say, as the 
consultation ends on Friday, 
September 9. 

The CCGs’ chief officer 
Ed Garratt encouraged resi¬ 
dents to give their views, 
saying: “These proposals are 


not being made lightly and 
we know what impact they 
could have on people’s lives. 
However, the CCGs have to 
be honest about their finan¬ 
cial situation. Change has to 
happen to ensure the future 
sustainability of core NHS 
services.” 

Haverhill town councillor 
Clive Turner also encour¬ 
aged locals to speak out, say¬ 
ing that while the proposals 
would save money in the 
short term, they might have 
long-term consequences for 
the people of Haverhill. 

He said that residents 
should use their local knowl¬ 
edge to suggest alternative 
ways to save money in the 
Haverhill area.

88g/km. 

Buyers can choose between four 
richly-equipped trims called '1', '2', 

'3' and First Edition and all features are 
included as standard with no hidden 
add-ons. This is something that Kia 
does exceptionally well. 

From any angle, the Niro looks the 
business with sharp athletic styling 
befitting a compact crossover but 
with Kia's design trademarks very 
apparent too. It boasts the brand's 
tiger-nose grille, a long bonnet, 
elevated headlights, bold wheel 
arches, high-mounted C-shaped tail 


lights and a roof spoiler. 

Move inside and there is lots of 
quality soft touch materials and a very 
modern, upmarket and clutter-free 
layout.

The Niro is fitted with a six-speed 
twin clutch automatic gearbox rather 
than the whining CVT boxes fitted to 
many rival cars and it delivers a more 
instant response when bursts of sharp 
acceleration are needed. 

Next up was the '2' grade Niro 
costing £22,795. This car has the same 
0-60mph sprint time and maximum 
speed, but is more economical with 
combined fuel efficiency of 74.3mpg 
and carbon emissions of 88g/km.
